SALISBURY READY 


Three Thousand Homeless—Fire Rages 
For Several Hours and Consumes 
Four Thousand Residences and Pub­ 
lic Buildings - Torch Applied by a 
Vindictive Liquor Seller 


Halifax. N. S., Get. IS.—The town O' 
W indsor was fire-w ert Sunday, and 
3,000 people are homeless. 
The fire 
started at 2 o’clock in the m orning, and 
at 9 o’clock seven-eighths of the town 
had been entirely wiped out. 
The di­ 
rect financial loss is $1,500,000, with 
about $500,000 insurance. 
Two lives 
w ere lost, Michael W halen and 
his 
wife, an aged couple, and two children 
of W alter Mosher, a boy of 12 and a 
girl of 9, were badly burned. 
Two 
children of Jesse Sm ith are missing, 
but will likely turn up all right. 
Sev­ 
eral others are reported missing. 
W illiam Cleveland, a telephone oper­ 
ator, was dangerously hurt and several 
others more or less injured. 
W indsor is a historic tow n in the 
land of Evangeline, about fifty miles 
from Halifax, and is fam ous as a seat 
of learning, containing a ladies’ sem i­ 
n a ry and K ings’ College, one of the 
oldest universities In America. 
It was 
one of the w ealthiest towns for its size 
in Canada, and contained about 4,000 
inhabitants, 3,000 of whom are now 
homeless. 
George Pletcher, a colored man, kept 
a billiard room and low barroom com ­ 
bined. 
Saturday a paper was served 
on him for selling liquor contrary to 
th e provisions of the Scott act. 
He 
celebrated the circum stance by getting 
gloriously drunk and setting fire to his 
place. 
Then he rushed from his div?. 
T he flames followed him out of the door 
an d spread rapidly, and soon the tow’n 
was ablaze.

^northwest was blowing, and the rapid­ 
ity with which the fire spread was 
dum founding. 
Practically nothing was 
saved. 
A few people got some of their 
possessions out of their houses, only 
to see them consumed in the street.

The coasting steam er Triton, from 
H avana to Bahia Honda, province of 
P inar del Rio, went upon a rock Sat­ 
urday morning, between Dominica and 
Mariel, on the north coast

Her cargo shifted and fif­ 
teen m inutes later she sunk 
in 
1 2 0 
fathom s of water. 
A scene of terrible confusion 
and 
panic ensued as soon as the passengers 
realized the m eaning of the crash. 
In 
a wild struggle they rushed for the 
boats. 
The first boat that was lowered 
capsized immediately and all of its oc- 
lcupents were drowned in the whirling 
waters. 
The next was struck by an

drow ning twenty, but the frail craft 
righted again, and eight who had been 
throw n out regained it. 
Some were good swim m ers and kept 
themselves afloat for 
hours;
